Claims 1-4 are presented for examination. 

Information Disclosure Statement

Specification

specification. 

Abstract: 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited.

Claim Objections 

Claim 4, line 07, recites "and an invalidation step Please delete -and-. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

The claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 1-3 recite an 
apparatus where a multiple means are provided describing an information processing. 
Further review of the claims reveals that although they are an apparatus claim, they are 
non-statutory because they lack a useful, concrete and tangible result. Further details 
are needed in the claims. 

Claim 4 is directed to a method of controlling an information processing. Applicants 
provide multiple steps of the method. However, the claim lacks useful, concrete and 
tangible result. I other word, examiner believes that after the step of deleting further 
steps or limitation are missing in the claim to make it complete. 
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In determining whether a claim is for a "practical application", the focus is not on 
whether the steps taken to achieve a particular result are useful, tangible and concrete, 
but rather that the final result achieved by the claimed invention is "useful, tangible 
and concrete". 

It must be noted that for a claim to be statutory under 35 USC 101 the following 
conditions must be met: 

1 ) In the claim, the practical application of an algorithm or idea result in a useful, 
concrete, and tangible result, and 

2) The claim provides a limitation in the technological art that enables a useful, 
concrete, and tangible result.
